to the like Liberty for their Fleet which they give 
out will come upon the Coafts of Iraly ; Bur that 
their Lordthips had at the fame time granted the 
free entrance into all their other Ports to the faid 
Squadron ; and befides will allow the Englifh and 
Dutch to have Magazines in any of thofe Port- 
Towns.

laft Month advife, That on the 20th an Earthquake 
was felt in that City, but it was,not fo violent as to 
do any mifchief. That according to the laft ad- 
vices from Cremona, they are embarking there daily 
Bombs and Ammunition, of which the greatett part 
is to be employ’d in the Bombardment of Berfeilo, 
which the French carry on ftill; The reft is de- 
fign’d for fome other Enterprize. They add, That 
the Imperial Huffars are very troublefome, infomuch 
that the Duke of Vendome has been oblig’d to re- 
inforce the Garrifon of Guaftalla with 400 Men,that 
they may be in a Condition to reftrain the Ravages 
of thofe Huffars. 

Venice, Feb. 2 On the laft day of January the 
Jubilee eftablifh’d by the Pope was pubiith'd here, 
to beg of Heaven to reftore the Tranquility of Italy, 
and incline the Hearts of the Chriftian Princes that 
are at War with one another to Peace. But this 
docs not hinder the continuance. of the Divertions of 
the Carnival. ‘Lhe Senate having lately had under 
Cenfidcration, the finding out means to raife the 
Neceffary Sums for the Exrraordinary Exyences of 
the Stare ar this Juncture, ’Tis faid ic was refoiv'd, 
among other things, to make a new Promocion of 
Procurarers of St. Mark.

this Cardinal carvics his Refentment fo high,that he 
has refolv’c vo retire from Court. 

_Retsbon, Feb. 5. On the firft inftanc an Exrraor- 
Gary Affembly was held, in which it was retolv’d 
co give the following Anfwer to the Propofal made 
by the Deputy of the Elector of Bavaria, touching 
* Sufpenfion of Arms, viz. That his Electoral High- 
nefs muft firft give up all the Places of which he has 
poflefs\d himfelf; Withdraw his Troops into his 
ewan Country ; and commit no further’ Hoftilities in 


any Circle: But it was thought beft not to infift upon 
his making Satisfaction tor the Damage he has done; 
and conforming himieif to the Conftitutions of the 
Empire. This Refoiution, with the Approbation 
of the Imperial Commidioner, was deliver'd to the 
Bavarian Envoy by the Minifter of the Bifhop of 
Mentz, as Director of the Electoral College. The 
Time for giving his Anfwer is limited to 14 Days, 
beginning from the ft of this Month, to the end the 
Elector of Bavaria may not take an occation to gain 
time by {pinning out a long Negociation, but be 
oblig’d to deciare himtelf {peedily. On the 3d, the 
Heer Forfter came hither with Credentials from the 
States of the Circle of Franconia, and Communicated 
to the Diet the Letter brought by the E. of Bavaria’s 
Trumy eter,to theConveition of theEftates of Franco- 
nia in Neurenburg ; which imported, that forafmuch 
as that Circle, in their laft Aifembly, had declar’d 
themfelves fomewhat doubrfully, and according to 
common report was enrring into an agreement with 
the Imperial Court, ro make an irruption into the 
Territories of Bavaria, his Electoral Highnefs de- 
manded within 3 Days a pofitive An‘wer, whether 
that Circle would be his Friend or Foe. Whereup- 
on the faid Circle having Addrcis’d themfelves to 
the Diet, defiring to be advis’'d what An{wer they 
had beft return to this Meffage ; the Diet met the 


fame Evening, notwithftandirg ic was a Holiday, 


and after {ome debate, figniticd to the Heer Forfter, 
That the States of the Circle of Tr nconia would do 
well to infinuate in their Aufwor, that they with’d 
for no:hing more than the continuation of the Anci- 
ent Friendthip between them and his Highnefs ; and 
that being inform’d of the Diet of the Empire’s 
having taken fome Refolutions on the Propofals 
larely made ly his Highnefs, they hope they may 
have occafion to rejoyce in the good Effects thofe 
Refolutions may have on his Highnefs ; and that 
the frid States are in hopes that his Electoral High- 
nefs will not conftrain them to derart from the Affo- 
ciations ard Aliiances in which they are engag’d. 

Bri ffe's, Feb.11. The Troops of France continue 
to draw towards the Frontiers. There are French 
Commiffaries appointed to mufter the Spanith Troops. 
Tis faid the Cuftom of Selling Offices, which is 
practis’d in France, will be introduc’d into the Spa- 
nifh Netherlands ; And the little Towns and Vil- 
lages in thefe Provinces, that belong to the Crown 
of Spain, will be made Lordthips, and difpos’d of 
to the higheft Bidders. The French are very bufie 
in embarking Artillery, Ammunition, and Planks 
us’d in raifing Batreries, at Namur on the Meufe, 
and at Ghent and Ifpres on the Canals. 

Liege, Feb. 9. A Party of the Garrifon of Huy 
came two days ago into the Suburbs of St.Margaret, 
with intent to furprize fome Horfe of the Count de 
Noyel’s Regiment ; but they were difcover'd and 
made to retire by our Out-guards, who are fince re- 
infore’d. Our Garrifon, at the difcharge of 3 Can- 


non, ran to their Arms, and immediately put them- 


{elves into a Pofture of Defence; They are fince 
order’d to hold themfelves ready for an Excurfion. 
The Elector our Prince, has us’d all his Endeavours 
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to hinder the Baron de Mean, our great Dean, from 
being fer ar Liberty or Exchang’d ; and has causd 
him to be confin’d fo much cioter than formeriy,thac 
he is hardly permitted to fee the Light,and no Perion, 
but one Servant, is allow’d admittance to him. We 
cannot fufficiently wonder at the Complaifance of 
the Pope for the King of France aud our Elector, in 
fuffering an Ecciefiaitical Perfon of the Baron de 
Mean’s Dignity, to be treated fo roughly in breach 
of the Privileges of the Church. Mean ume this ill 
Ulage of the great Dean, cccafion’d an Order to 
day for confining both the Counts of Berlo and a 
Lieutenant Collone!, who were taken Prifoners 
here, in one of the Chambers of the Palace; and 
the French Officers mutt defpair of Liberty, unlefs 
their Matter will act with more Moderation on his 


part.
